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ABOUT OLD BOOKS. 


From“ Dwight’s Journal of Music.” 


Beri, Deo. 3, 1858. This letter is all about old books—mostly 
queer old good-for-nothing things, but on the whole not unpleasant to 
see if you are fond of old specimens of printing. 

One of the “hobbies” of our country newspapers is an old book. 
Somebody happens to get sight of a Bible, or a Latin or Greek book, 
two centuries old, and a description of it goes into the next village news- 
paper, and this is copied far and wide—from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
Now in general these are only cases of the discovery of mares’ nests, 
with very large eggs. Still the feeling, which lies at the bottom of 
these articles is one with which I heartily sympathize. I have loved an 
old book from childhood, and remember now how I pored over the Life 
of Prince Eugene of Savoy, when but seven or eight years of age—not 
because I care for Eugene, and Malborough, and the Emperor, and all 
those old fellows, so much as because the book was a hundred years 
old! The idea is among our people that books of three to four centuries 
of age are very rare, and the old Thomas Aquinas (about 1470) in Har- 
vard College Library is one of the most interesting books there to visit- 
ors in general. They have an idea also that such books are very costly 
—far beyond the means of private individuals—schools, town libraries, 
and the like. For my own part I believe that every library should have 
one or two really old books, even though not a person who uses the col- 
lection could read them. Such things beget an interest in old literature, 
they bring up a hundred subjects of inquiry—and give in some sort a 
standard of comparison by which to judge of literary antiquity. Sup- 
pose in the library of the Normal School at Framingham, or the town 
library at Natick, the Aquinas just mentioned was to be seen—it would 
soon become a familiar example of ancient printing to many, who have 
never seen anything of half its age and probably never will. 

Now, in regard to the expense of obtaining copies of old works, Ex- 
cept in a few cases, which are not likely to occur to any of us, mere 
antiquity does not give a book any high value; the great prices paid 
oftentimes for books, consisting only of some half a dozen leaves, depend 
upon other circumstances. Let me give some examples of books which 
have met my eye while examining catalogues of antiquarian booksellers 
for musical works. The first that I open is a book for sale in this 
city. It consists of only 8 pages, small quarto, six or eight inches square 
perhaps. There is a copy of it in the College Library at Oambridge, 
and in one or two other American libraries. I think the Cambridge 
copy cost £20—about $100. Why should this have such a value ? 
Because it is the letter of Columbus, “ de Jnsulis nuper inventis,” (con- 
cerning the Islands lately discovered) printed in Latin in 1498—a few 
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months only after the discovery. The price of the copy for sale here is 
$75 of our money. Now ancther bookseller here has one of Aquinas’ 
works, a great folio volume of a thousand pages or more—it was printed 
hefore they numbered the pages—ten years older than the Columbus 
book—1483—a five-dollar bill would buy it, and more too. 

On another catalogue I find a Dutch book—* Beschrijvinge van 
Virginia, Nieuw Nederlandt, Nieww Engelandt, ete.” This has a map 
and pictures—printed in 1657,—and van der Douck’s “ Beschrijvinge 
van Nieuw Nederlandt” 2d edition 1656. For a perfect copy of the first, 
$125 have been paid, and for the second $100. These are perfect copies 
—what price if any is set to them ] do not know. Now these books 
have a historical value, and are very rare—especially good handsome 
copies with the maps and pictures perfect. 

On the other hand look at the following list:—Albertus Magnus, 
= de misterio missae ”—a great folio, printed at Ulm [3 1473— 
within 25 years after the invention of printing—and nearly as many 
before the discovery of America by Columbus. Sold in England for 
over $21. Albertus Magnus—De laudibus B. V. Mariae—printed about 
1470—another copy of the same printed at Nuremburg about 1472— 
both great folios. 

Thomas Aquinas—prima pars Secundae—Mentz, P. Schiffer—1471, 
—Note this! The inventors of Printing were Gutenberg, Faust and 
Schaeffer—and the first printing office was at Mentz—or Mayence. 
Here then is a book from the original printing office. 

Bonaventura, Speculum B. V. Mariae, another folio, 1470. Bron- 
nerde, Opus trivium, etc., etc., an old Latin civil law book, I guess, of 
nearly 600 pages, printed at Cologne before 1470. Carcano, * Sermons,” 
etc., a quarto volume about as thick as the last, printed at Venice about 
1472. 

Cassiodorus,—“ Historica tripartite ex Socrate,” ete., ete., an old 
Latin translation in XII books—tirst edition 1472. 

Duns Scotus, “* Opus Anglicum,” 1474 ; Eusebius Pamphilus, Venice, 
1478; Gallen, 1475; Gesta Romanorum, German translation, 1489; 
Saint Gregor, Dialogorum, four books, about 1472; Petrarca Fr, “ De 
Contemptu mundi,” about 1572, and “ De remediis utriusque fortunae,” 
same date. 

I name these few books as specimens only. Not one of them is 
priced at more than $15 American money, most at less than $5. What 
makes such books sell at such high prices in America is the difficulty of 
collecting them and getting them across the ocean on the one hand, and 
the ignorance of the purchaser of their real value. Some of the books 
in this list pve five hundred miles away—-probably most of them are sold 
by this time. If not, and I wished to get them, I must apply to some 
Antiquarian bookseller, who is known to those in other cities, give him 
the money to send, with his order, for the book. If the book is there it 
is forwarded—in process of time. Germans do not hurry matters. If 
not, in the lapse of ages my money comes back again. So here 
are postages and package express charges to be paid. Now it will 
never pay to send a single volume—a great thick folio, to America, If, 
however, thirty or forty such are ordered, then by sending them in one 
large box, the expense divided among the purchasers is not much. 

When I came home in 1856, I had had a long discussion with myself 
whether to bring some twenty bibles of which I had a list, no one of 
which was under three hundred years old—some in Latin, some in Ger- 
man, some in both, some with pictures and some without—and which, 
when in Boston, would have cost me, (original prices, collecting, pack- 
ing, freight, duties, etc.,) on an average about $5 each—some half that, 
others twice that. I presume g hundred persons said to me afterwards : 
“ Why didn’t you bring them? I would gladly give ten dollars for such 
a bible!” 

Why I did not bring them is easily answered. To go into such a 
speculation requires time, capital, risk and labor, which I have not—had 
not then—at command. 

Certain works bearing upon the history of Calvinistic psalmody have 
been objects of pursuit to me for five years. In searching catalogues 
from all parts of central ory y in the hope of at length coming upon 
them, (they are books which I have sought in vain for in the great libra- 
ries of Berlin, Dresden, Leipzig, Halle, Goettingen, Hanover, Wolfenbit- 
tel!) I find continually such old works as in the list above, and know 
how gladly many a friend at home would give space in his library to 
one or two of them as curiosities. The difficulty is to get them. The 
trouble lies not in the original cost of the books, but the heavy tolls 
taken by every bookseller, carriér and agent, through whose hand they 


ass. 

I have noted some fifty volumes—mostly huge great folios—a small 
wheelbarrow load each—all printed before the discovery of America by 
Columbus, within a half century of the invention of printing ; of these, 
probably half are still to be obtained, at prices which would bear all the 
expenses of getting them to America, and then not come to more than 
$5 to $10 each—perhaps less, But this could only be, in case a good 
box full could be sent at once. 

It is curious how the Jew antiquarians of Germany feel at once the 
increased demand for any particular class of books. In 1851, I could 
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buy pamphlets—the original editions of sermons and tracts by Luther. 

printed from 1517 to 1547, for 17 to 87 cents of our money, Some 
three or four Americans, seeing mine, began to buy. When four years 
later I wished to buy some more, the prices had more than doubled and 
I thought myself fortunate the other day in getting the old German copy 
(1522) of Martin Luther's reply to “ Konig Henriches con Engellang 
buch,” Henry VIII’S book, which gained him and Queen Victoria too 

for that matter, the title of “ defender of the faith,”"—together with the 
tract, published immediately after Luther’s death in 1546, containing g 
minute account of his last hours—fortunate, I say, in getting these two 
tracts for many times what they would have cost me a few years ago, 

Speaking of Luther tracts—among those I brought home in 1856 
was one—the only copy I ever saw, and which $10 would hardly have 
bought of me—printed immediately after Luther’s departure from the 
famous Diet at Worms—containing an account of all that he did durin 
his last forty-eight hours in Worms, and printed as an antidote to the 
falsehoods spread abroad by the other party. The friend who borrowed 
that, is requested to return it to the editor of the Journal of Music for 
me. 

Thus far there has been no great call for books which are merely 
curious to us as antiquities, and it would be easy for me to fill out orders 
sent through Mr. Dwight to the number of at least forty or fifty vol- 
umes. I should be glad to do this. Old Bibles have become much 
rarer than they were four years ago, and the prices of them, especially 
those containing wood cuts, have risen in a pretty large ratio. In one 
of the catalogues, however, is a very rare Psalter, Latin and German, 
printed at Basle, by M. Furter, in 1503—a small quarto, with manuscript 
notes on the margin—for three or four dollars. Is this in the fine eol- 
lection of Bibles on Dana Hill ? 

While looking over a catalogue yesterday which is very rich in ante- 
Columbus books, memory recalled the hundreds of delighted faces [ 
have seen bending over the old Aquinas in the Cambridge library, and 
the tones of voice in which I have so often heard the words so slowly 
and wonderingly spoken—“ 1469! before the discovery of America by 
Columbus! OA/ how old!!” And it occurred to me to sit down and 
just talk the matter over a litile with my friends—the readers of 
Dwight’s Journal; and here, friends, you have the result. A. W. T. 











Extracts from Ae Books. 


THE DISCOUNT CLERK. 


From “ The Banks of New York, their Dealers, the Clearing House, and 
the Panic of 1857.” 


’ Next to the officers, the Discount Clerk shares most in personal in- 
tercourse with the customers of the bank; and in some respects, on 
terms more favorable to the observation of character, on which so much 
depends in the business. They apply to him after the adjournment of 
the Board meetings to know how their Offerings have been disposed of, 
and he witnesses their extemporaneous expressions of anxiety and dis- 
appointment when they are rejected. He is the stated medium of com- 
munication between the officers and the dealers respecting the business 
of his desk, and in the majority of cases there is no need of any other. 
In a season of severe pressure, wher personal solicitation with the 
officers becomes common, a half confidential tone is maintained with 
the clerk. He is “near the throne,” and if not specially instructed, is 
supposed to have more or less influence, and to be capable of giving 
some useful hints. 

The stated meetings of the Board usually begin at nine o’clock, A. M., 
and occupy from one to two hours, The customers, or their clerks, 
then call to know the result of their applications. When the market is 
very stringent, they not unfrequently throng at the desk before the ad- 
journment, taking their places in succession to push forward as soon as 
the books and notes are given to the clerk. The letter A enables him 
to answer, either by an affirmative nod, or the monosyllable “ done,” 
and the letter R, by reference to the number, to return the rejected 
notes in the original envelop to the owner. 

The first crowd of the morning is composed of the most anxious 
dealers. It is important for them to know early, whether they must 
seek elsewhere the bread of commercial life for the day. They are fol- 
lowed by the less needy, or the more deliberate, who know the value of 
“ deportment ” in a tight market. 

Notes done, sir?” is asked by the applicants, either verbally, or in 
pantomime. 

The affirmative causes a bright gleam of sunshine in the face of the 
questioner. But a negative to the next comer substitutes a scowl of 
disappointment. 

* What is the reasofi of that, sir? Has the bank stopped discount- 

” 


“ Market tightened up, sir. Deposits down. Offerings very heavy.” 
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The customer departs with an audible growl of indignation at what 
he conceives to be “a denial of rights.” 


Number Twenty. “Good morning, Mr. Smith, what have you to 
say to me? “a : i 

“ Nothing very encouraging, sir. The board discounted one of your 
notes.” 

“ What—only one out of ten!” 

“That’s all. Very good proportion, I do assure you.” 

“A single thousand! And I want five to-day! Where’s the 
President ? ” 

“In his room, sir. But I don’t believe you'll gain anything by talk- 
ing to him. Our receipts are very small just now, and the Porter brings 
bad news from the Clearing House.” 


Number Twenty-one fills the little gate in the railing with a grum 
and threatening visage, but does not speak. The clerk knows him as a 
frequent applicant, and seldom a fortunate one, the character of his ac- 
count, as well as of his paper, being inferior, and presenting no claims 
worthy of consideration by the Directors. He receives back his offering 
without remark, and departs in sullen silence. 


Number Twenty-two. “ Well, Smith, don’t tell me my notes ain’t 
done?” 

“Wouldn’t if I could help it, sir. Board did mighty little this 
morning.” 

“Hang the Board! Isn’t there any explanation? Don’t they know 
the paper? Is it too long?” 

“ No explanation given tome. Bank’s short. Can’t help it. Ma- 
jority in the same boat.” 

Twenty-two leaves an oath behind him. 


Number Twenty-three. ‘* My paper done?” 

“No, sir.” 

“ What’s in the wind now?” 

“ Market tightened up.” 

“Don’t they do any thing?” 

“Not much.” 

“Well, they do some! Why the devil can’t they distribute the thing 
impartially ?” 

“T s’pose they try to do it; but it is not an easy matter to satisfy an 
offering of fonr hundred thousand dollars with about one fourth of that 
amount of means.” 

Number Twenty-four is a man in his shirt-s!eeves—a carman or la- 
borer, with a small debt on his house to discharge. 

“Mr. Clerk, will you be good enough to hand me the proceeds of 
that note?” 

“ What name, sir ?” 

“ Axletree is my name.” 

“Mr. Axletree, I am sorry to return your note. The Board couldn’t 
discount it.” 

“What! Can’t give me the money for a note of five hundred 
dollars ?” 

The explanations of the clerk are nothing to him. He sees only a 
bank with three millions of capital on one hand, and his trifling call for 
five hundred dollars on the other. 

“Now, what shall I do?” he asks. “I have no other place to get 
this money. I’ve kept an account in this bank for five years and never 
asked a favor; and now I want this little accommodation, and can’t get 
it! Do you call that fair?” 

The Discount Clerk steps over to the Book-keeper’s desk and ex- 


“amines Mr. Axletree’s account. He finds that his average balance for 


several years has seldom fallen below three or four hundred dollars. 
On communicating this fact to the Cashier, Mr. Axletree is recalled, and 
the merits of his application appearing sound, the note is passed to his 
credit. 

Attention to these small and comparatively obscure accounts is one 
of the best traits in a bank officer or clerk. They are liable to be over- 
looked in the pressure and importunity of more important business. 

“Mr. Gray sent me to ask if his notes are discounted.” 

“No, my lad, they’re not. Tell Mr. Gray that his paper is too long.” 
At the same time, the clerk hands back the offering, which the boy de- 
clines, saying that ‘‘ Mr. Gray told him to leave it, and he would see 
the President about it.” 

Three out of four of all the applicants are disappointed. They leave 
the bank, knitting their brows into frowns and nervous distortions. 
Some mutter oaths of indignation at ‘* such infamous treatment.” Boys 
express themselves indifferently by a suppressed whistle, or with a 
“Pooh! governor won’t relish that!” 

The last thought that enters the mind of any, is, that there are 
twenty applicants for every thousand dollars that the bank has to dis- 
pense. ' 

Number Thirty gets an affirmative nod from the Discount Clerk ; 
and the sivile of satisfaction with which he leaves the bank is like a sun- 





beam in the midst of winter clouds. He is such a profitable customer, 
keeping a large balance on deposit, while asking for comparatively mod- 
erate accommodations, that the Directors dare not refuse him. 


Number Thirty-one,—* What luck!” 

“If you'll make a note for twenty-five hundred dollars instead of 
five thousand, and put it forty-five days instead of ninety, itll go 
through.” 

“The deuce! That will only put me to the necessity of coming 
again next week; and that’s what I wanted to avoid.” 

“You are very fortunate to get any, I assure you. The great ma- 
jority are disappointed entirely.” 

“ Well, I reckon a fellow must be satisfied with half a loaf.” 

These examples of conversation and incident are sufficient to give a 
general notion of the daily experience of the Discount Clerk. 

The Discount Clerk handles no money. He has no occasion to touch 
a bank bill or a piece of coin. His business is exclusively with the bills 
receivable, and with the accounts. The only most obvious method by 
which he could perpetrate a fraud, would be, by abstracting notes, and 
negotiating them through other parties—an operation in which discov- 
ery would threaten him at every tarn. There was an instance in the 
old Bank of the United States, of a Clerk abstracting notes after they 
were discounted and filed away. He selected those which in his judg- 
ment would be least likely to be called for, or referred to, before matu- 
rity, and by the help of a friend outside of the bank, hypothecated them 
in an obscure channel, for aloan of money. When they were near due, 
he selected others of longer date to substitute for them, and restored 
them to their proper place in the files. The trick was discovered by 
the maker of one of the hypothecated notes calling at the bank to pay it 
before its maturity. In banks of effective discipline, such abstraction of 
paper could not long be concealed.

Oxp Books anp Paprers.—Few of our readers are probably aware of the 
increasing demand in this country for “Old Books.” One of the results of it 
has been that the prices in London have advanced from 20 to 30 per cent., 
while second-hand dealers complain that the most valuable specimens of 
antique lore are invariably secured for the American market. ‘The deside- 
rata of Bibliomaniaes differ so much that there is scarcely a speciality, from 
collecting the various editions of the “ New England Primer” and of the 
Pilgrim’s Progress, to the completion of “ Les Grand et Petits Voyages” of De 
Bry, but has its devotee. While one delights in the large paper of Dibdin, 
another is more than gratified with the infinitesimal “ Elzevir.” Here may 
be seen a reverend Bibliopole, surrounded by a rare collection of Piscatorial 
Works, while the collection of maps and atlases, dating back to 1500, in the 
possession of his neighbor, is looked upon as much more valuable. This rage 
for book-collecting is not confined to the man of leisure or the professional 
man, whose routine of duty would naturally lead him among books : on the 
contrary, some of the costliest and best selected libraries in our cities (in New 
York especially) have been formed by merchants during the few moments they 
have been enabled to snatch from the cares of business, when they give up 
their minds to the pleasant and profitable study of Dibdin, Brunet, or 
Lowndes. Some months since, the Evening Post gave prominence to a series 
of articles on “The Private Libraries of New York,” an examination of 
which must have greatly surprised its read We learn that these papers 
are shortly to be collected and published in book form, together with ad- 
ditions, proving conclusively that the Empire City is entitled to credit as 
much for her devotion to literature as to commerce. It is gratifying to 
know that this demand for ancient lore is not a mere matter of literary taste 
or curiosity. Many a collection has been commenced with the laudable ob- 
ject of preserving everything that relates to the early history of our own 
country ; and it is surprising to see what an amount of valuable matter, re- 
garded hitherto as worthless, has been lying dormant during the past cen- 
tury in obscure garrets and cellars, It is much to be regretted that a large 
amount of historical matter has been destroyed, and we can only hope that 
every effort will be made to save what still remains, uninjured. Our atten- 
tion has been called to this subject}by a recent visit to the establishment of Mr. 
C. B. Norton, Agent for Libraries, whose efforts to preserve all that is con- 
nected with his favorite department, American History, are very creditable, 
Mr. Norton is desirous to secure as far as possible complete sets or even 
single numbers of newspapers printed before or during the American Revolu- 
tion. It is astonishing to find how much of interest appears in these ephem- 
eral sheets which never reaches the eye of the historian. The object of 
Mr. Norton is to place this class of matter in the archives of the various his- 
torical societies of the United States, and we learn that during the past week 
over one hundred of these old papers have been secured by the Wisconsin 
Historical Society. This young Put enterprising association, through the 
efforts of its secretary, has done much, the past few years, to rescue a val- 
uable collection of American newspaper literature. We have no doubt that 
the State of Wisconsin will find its advantage in placing this society—as it 
proposes to do—on a permanent and independent footing. —N. Y. Saturday 
Press. 
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Tue Arsenazuu.—A new club has recently been instituted, under the title 
of the Atheneum, which proposes to be actuated by a more liberal spirit, 
and to exercise a more useful influence than usually mark these institutions. 
Based on the plan of the well-known and popular London club of the same 
name, it is intended to embrace all the leading members of the different 
liberal professions throughout the country, and to form a point of reunion for 
them a they visit New York. Here non-resident members will find a 
home, and will, at the same time, have the opportunity of meeting with and 
cultivating the acquaintance of all who are most distinguished in science, 
literature and art. Whilst these are the main objects which the association 
proposes to itself, it does not seek to confine its advantages {to professional 
men. Gentlemen engaged in commercial pursuits, who are desirous of join- 
ing its ranks, will be gladly welcomed, and we understand that some of our 
leading merchants already belong to the body. The terms on which mem- 
bers are admitted are fifty dollars’ entrance fee, and twenty-five dollars a 
year. Non-resident members will be admitted without the entrance fee, on 
payment of an annual subscription of twelve dollars. The president of the 
club is President Charles King, of Columbia College, and the secretary is 
Mr. Frank Moore. The association, although only just inaugurated, numbers 
already two hundred members, and there is a large additional number of 
names on the balloting list for next month. The house 48 Clinton place, has 
been taken temporarily for Club purposes, but by the first of May it is ex- 

ected that larger and more centrally situated premises will be secured. So 
far, then, the new association has started with every promise of success.— 
N. Y. Herald. 


On Thursday, December $, died in the Charter House, of which he had 
been an inmate for about a year and a half, Mr. Charles Mac Farlane. 
During thirty years Mr. Mac Farlane had largely contributed to the litera- 
ture of pe After having travelled in Europe and the East for a con- 
siderable period, he published in 1829, “ Constantinople in 1828,” a lively 
description of that capital. This was followed by ‘‘ The Armenians, a Tale 
of Constantinople,” and that by “The Romance of History—lItaly,” and 
“‘ Lives and Exploits of Banditti and Robbers.” In 1838 he was engaged by 
Mr. Knight to write, in conjunction with others, “The Pictorial History of 
England,” in which he was the author of the whole, or nearly the whole, of 
the narrative of civil and military events. An abridgment of this narrative, 
under the title of “ The Cabinet History of England,” was subsequently pub- 
lished with his name. This was his most important literary work. He was 
also the writer of two or three novelets on subjects connected with English 
history. In 1847 he again visited Turkey, and published “Travels in Tur- 
key, 1847-8,” in which he took a most depreciating view of the power and 
resources of that empire,—views still more strongly enforced in his ‘‘ Kismet, 
or the Fate of Turkey.” As he returned by land through Italy, he visited 
Naples and Sardinia; and this induced him to publish “ Glances at Revolu- 
tionized Italy,” in which he defended the conduct of the present King of 
Naples. Declining health and failing eyesight were among the causes which 
rendered it necessary for him to accept the benefits of the ancient institu- 
tion, which in our times has afforded a shelter and a resting-place to several 
deserving men of letters.—Literary Gazette.

Rupp & Carzeton publish “ The Afternoon of Unmarried Life,” dedicateg 
to ‘the unmarried gentlewomen of England, whom time has made familiar 
with sorrow, and not averse to thought.” The authoress observes: « Jt jg 
not from any admiration of the use of modest formulas, intended to Propitiate 
the reader’s favor, that I now offer an apology, but because it is in the 
present instance really needed. I think that such a book as this will elicit 
some surprise and strong disapproval ; it will be said that, to the public 
feelings so deep ought not to be confided; that womanly reserve should for. 
bid such a searching inquiry into the hearts of women; that I am, in a word 
too bold and too explicit. These accusations have been heard within my 
own heart and satisfactorily answered there long ago, or I should never haye 
taken in hand the subject before us; they were answered thus: the old 
barriers of womanly reserve have been demolished more and more eye 
year by works of fiction, which owe at least the greater portion of their 
popularity to the amazing want of shade that distinguishes them; in these 
the feelings of women have been exposed, analyzed, and, as I think, de. 
graded by the pens of women. If the characters in these fictions were 
imaginary, the passion was real; and the world of novel-readers can no 
longer think of a woman as a retiring creature who shrinks from notice, and 
would gladly keep her inner life in obscurity. This type of woman’s nature 
may never have been so common as to justify us in calling a more expressive 
turn of character unnatural and unfeminine; but, I think, no one will dis- 
pute that modesty, gentleness, and prudent reserve were in previous ages 
attributed to the received ideal of woman, and that in our day there is much 
to disturb the old-fashioned impressio: that retirement, being most favorable 
to her happiness, is by woman instinctively sought. Now, as I greatly re- 
gret this demonstrativeness, I should be the last to wish to extend it still 
further. My desire, and my hope—perhaps unreasonably ambitious—is 
this: to call back to their proper objects the minds of some talented women, 
who now seem so much at a loss for their right work as to spend themselves 
in a feverish excitement, clamoring through the press for joys they do not 
find in their own lot; or bewailing, in the person of an imaginary sufferer, 
the loss of peace which is forfeited by their own foibles.
